Concessions will croate 700 Jobs

About 700 new jobs will come 
to Romulus once the new North 
Terminal opens at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport next year. 

The positions are related to 30 
new concessions that will serve 
airport visitors and passengers, 
said Wayne County Airport 
Authority CEO Lester Robinsoa 
“With this vote of confidence 
from our board members, these 
new restaurant and retail spaces 
will bring a new level of quality, 
variety and choice to passengers

It’s possible that the City of 
Romulus may house two casinos, 
after all. 

Representatives from the 
Sioux Indians contacted the city 
recently to restart negotiations 
that had halted in 2004. The 
tribe successfully lobbied the 
city for a ballot issue in 2003 that 
paved the way for gaming in the 
city. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
interest of the tribe could mean 
that two casinos as opposed to 
one could be constructed near 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

“They contacted us to talk 
again,” he said. “The reason they 
lost interest is that they had an 
election, and the new chairman 
wasn’t as interested in coming to 
Romulus. But we’ve met three or 
four times, and they definitely 
want to learn more.” 

The renewed interest was 
confirmed when Romulus offi¬ 
cials received a letter stating that 
the tribe would like to re-open 
negotiations. Every trustee on 
the tribal board signed the letter 

Bringing casinos in the city 
has proved to be a long process, 
but officials said they would not 
give up on the concept 

In 2005, the Hannahville 
Indian Tribe signed a deal with 
the city to open a casino on 
Vining Road near the airport. 
State and federal approvals are 
still pending on that proposal. 

A lawsuit that was filed 
against the State of Michigan 11 
years ago would allow the Sioux 
Indians to avoid at least part of a 
lengthy state approval process. 
As part of the lawsuit settlemenL 
the tribe was granted approval to 
build a casino in Romulus, Flint 
or Monroe in a land swap. 

The deal would hinge on 
whether the tribe could obtain 
required federal support for 
their project from the U.S. 
Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

A second casino would mean 
a revenue bonanza for the stafe 
and city. 

Because Indian Casinos don’t 
pay traditional property taxes, a 
separate agreement that would 
specify revenue would have tc

“Many kids grew 
up with me and the animals so 
they’re going to do what they can 
to keep Animal Magic going.” 

Now that Sevin is back, 
Rosenthal is also waiting to hear 
from the David Letterman Show 
where the pair auditioned for an 
appearance. 

“I do something with her that 
no one else has tried to do,” he 
said. 

E}ven thou^ Rosenthal hasn’t 
a clue as to the whereabouts of 
his other stolen animals, he said 
police have received some leads 
and, he’s hoping to find all the 
animals. 

“I’m not sure if they’d sur¬ 
vive,” he said. “I’m pretty sure 
most aren’t alive because most 
people don’t know how to take 
care of these animals. They’re 
not household pets.” 

That’s why all the funds from 
auctions will go toward keeping 
Animal Magic alive, he said. 

“People send us these items 
throughout the year. Every single

Cunningham and Tim Sadowski 
were interviewed on Oct. 23. 
Interviews—done by council 
members, Shawna Austin from 
the Downtown Development 
Authority and Don Bluhm from 
the Civil Service Commission— 
included an opening statement 
and questions dealing with city 
issues, management style and 
feelings about working for a new 
city council. 

Cunningham, the director of 
community and economic devel¬ 
opment for South Lyon, said her 
management style is working with 
professionals who don’t need a lot 
of directioa 

“I’ve done human resource 
work and I’m familiar with con¬ 
tracts and n^otiations,” she said. 

“I fully intend to have an open- 
door policy with agendas and 
memos to council,” she added. “A 
newsletter is a possibility and the 
website needs to be updated, too.” 

Sadowski, the acting city man¬ 
ager/clerk/treasurer for 
Potterville, said the top city chal¬ 
lenges are finances, streets and 
the public safety issue He said he 
was hired before to ‘clean-up’ a 
financial conditioa 

“I’m good at stabilizing govern¬ 
ments financially,” he said. 

However, Sadowski was also 
subject to a recent criminal inves¬ 
tigation by the Michigan State 
Police and, a civil lawsuit brought 
by Potterville employees for ille¬ 
gal accounting practices. 

“It’s active and probably will 
still go on for years, but the crimi¬ 
nal allegations have been dis¬ 
missed,” he said. 

Candidate George Strand did 
not interview after he accepted 
another city management posi¬ 
tion. 

The second special meeting 
last Thursday included inter¬ 
views with John Tomasaski, a for¬ 
mer city manager for Crest Hill 
IL; Brian Reed, the assistant city 
manager of Eaton Rapids and 
Stephen Penn.

Grown ups only, please 

During my time as an editor, I’ve had to weigh in on dozens of com¬ 
plicated issues. I’ve opined about some more lighthearted fare, too, as 
well as things that have nearly discouraged me to the bone. 

This, however, is the saddest editorial I have ever felt compelled to 
write. 

Here goes. 

Some regular posters on our web site may be wondering why their 
comments have not appeared, at the end of our candidate endorse¬ 
ments. 

This is not because we don’t want anyone to disagree with us—we 
started the feature to encourage more debate. It’s not because we 
think our opinions won’t stand the test of additional input, either, or 
because we don’t want anyone to weigh in on any other candidates. 

It’s because too many people are abusing—or trying to abuse—the 
system. 

When we expanded our web site to include comments on stories, 
opinions and other topics through our community forums, we hoped 
it would foster a civilized discourse on the issues facing our communi¬ 
ty. Some of those we’ve reported on; others \ye haven’t gotten to yet 
Our hope was to raise the value of the conversation by getting more 
people in on it 

What we’ve seen is candidates and their supporters ‘weighing in’ 
throu^ more than one identity, playing off each other as if in actual 
conversation, spreading innuendos, rumors and worse. This is not 
limited to any one municipality, either, or any one gi'oup of candi¬ 
dates. You all know who you are and let me tell you: it’s embarrassing 
to think that someone who seeks public office would stoop to such 
childish tactics. 

I’ve written columns in the past, this year in particular, about how 
grateful I was that the negative side of politicking hadn’t manifested. 
There were no smear campaigns out there; everyone seemed to be 
working hard and concentrating on issues. That negativity hasn’t dis¬ 
appeared, though, it’s just taken a new form, one where people seek 
to hide their identities and sling slurs from the shadows. That’s not 
the kind of stuff we want to see on the web site. 

So we’ll have to go back to the basics, it seems. We won’t have 
another print edition prior to the Nov. 6 election, but I’ll be happy to 
look at signed letters of support to post on our web site. 

Until we come up with a better system—or better politicians and 
campaign workers—that’s the best we can do.

On one of my many ti-ips to ciW hall, I asked a 
representative from the assessor’s office to run 
the addresses of each candidate who filed for 
election. Interestingly, the candidate’s name that 
the tipster lamented was paid up. Owens, howev¬ 
er, had a bill.

The reason we looked at taxes is because the 
Inkster City Council has the power to ask for more 
taxes, and at least once in the past thi'ee years, 
they’ve received the OK from votera. Why is it 
then a leap of logic to consider that the people 
who ask for money pay the same bill? 

Now, Owens has paid his bill, so there’s no 
prospect of him being removed from council, 
should he be elected. But that’s another thing we 
worried about - the Inkster City Charter specifies 
that a candidate could be removed if a bill isn’t 
paid in a timely fashion. 

No one, at least at this newspaper, is out to get 
any of the candidates. And certainly no one here 
would pass judgment on anyone else’s financial 
situation. 

People need to realize thaL when you’re seek¬ 
ing public office, there’s tire chance information 
that could be unflattering will be made public. 

Candidates for public office need to be ready 
for prime time.

It was the playoff win that almost was.

ORDINANCE NO. 07-309 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 37, ARTICLE I, 
SECTION 37-25 (d) (1) (a) PERTAINING 
TO SEWER AND WATER DEBT CHARGES. 

The City of Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan, hereby ordains: 


SHORT TITLE: 


SECTION 1: 


Sec. 37-25 (d). 


This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the 
Amended Water and Sewer Ordinance. 

Chapter 37, Section 37-25(d) (1) (a) of the Romulus 
City Code is hereby amended to read-as follows: 


(1) In addition to all other applicable charges as specified in 
this article, the following rates shall be collected from each 
premises hereafter connecting to any of the sewer lines of the 
sewer system. 

a. For each single-family residence making an allowable minimum 

water connection as approved by the City’s Public Works Department, 
the sewer debt charge shall be determined by resolution of council 
from time to time and payable at the option of the owner in one (1) 
lump sum at the time of application or divided into equal payments 
spread out over a thirty (30) year period. Prior to the transfer of 
ownership, the seller shall pay the balance of the debt service charge 
in full at or before the time of closing and the entire debt service 
charge of every residence constructed under this section will remain a 
lien upon the land, unless so discharged and otherwise, and charge 
able as such to Seller and/or Buyer. For any nonresident of the City 
connecting the charge shall be payable at the time of application. For 
each single-family residence constructed as part of a subdivision or 
development for the purpose of resale, the charge shall be payable at 
the time of application. 

SECTION 2: Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code 

hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or 
proceeding pending in any court or administrative body, or 
any rights acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or 
causes of action acquired or existing, under any Act or 
Ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; nor shall any 
just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, 
impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3: Severability . Should any word, sentence, phrase or any 

portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having 
authority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings 
shall be construed and limited to such word, sentence, phrase 
or any portion of the Ordinance held to be so invalid and 
shall not be construed as affecting the validity of any of the 
remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 4: Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances 

adopted by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict 
with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of 
such conflict or inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

SECTION 5: Reading s. This Ordinance shall be given a first reading on 

September 4. 2007. shall be enacted on October 8. 2007 and 
shall be published on or before November L 2007 and shall 
be effective November 1. 2007 .
